COMMUNICATION, 
Bome particulars attending a Thander Clap ia Dorehes- 
ter, on the afternoon of the 15th wet. 

A gentleman sitting at bis window during the 
shower, was sensibly affected by the vivid light- 
ning and simultaneously bursting explosion, He 
saw smoke rive for nearly a minute from the 
surface of the ground in a pasture about twenty 
rode distant, and thus indicating the place 
where the bolt had struck. When the rain was 
over he visited the place, as has the writer of 
this, The effects are very observable. The 
electric fluid forced a hole into the ground, per- 
feetly round, four inches in diameter and twen. 
ty inches deep, throwing out some stones 
which were marked with a lived blue streak, 
and incrusted with a yellowish brown coat, which 
smelt strongly culpbarie. Around the larger 
hole, and at the distance of from mx to twelve 
inches, were seven or more small ones, about 
an inch diameter, and of the same depth. The 
surrounding grass appeare withered, but not 
scorched, whieh seems singular, as the amoke, 
indicating fire, was se perceivable at the time 
of the explosion. It is remarkable, too, that 
though there were several large elm trees and 
a bara in the vicinity, the lightning was not at- 
tracted to them, but struck on the grassy plain, 

[The above is another instance of the cunous 
effects of lightning. When it strikes noar the 
spectator, the sound and flash must necessarily 
be almost simultaneous. But the sulphuric smeil 
is remarkable. We have had two opportunities 
to witness the effect of hghining near at hand. 
It was when the ship New York was repeatedly 
siruck at sea.—Some of the same effects were 
observable, as in this case. The rigging was 
enveloped with smoke: there was a strong smell 
of salphur left. Wherever the fluid passed dowa 
the mast, and along the deck, it lef a dark 
streak, When it struck the first time, there 
was no lightning conductor up: and the conse- 
quence was, that it shattered the main-mast, 
opened the planks between wind and water, and 
well mgh sunk the ship. In the second instance, 
a chain conductor was up, and tho 
cond blast was much more powerful than the 
firet, yet it passed down the chain into the sea, 
withowt doing other injury than melting the 
chain.—This is a proof of the eflicacy of light- 
ning conductors al sea.

REMINISCENCES FOR 1929. 
ONK HUNDRED YEARS HEREAFTER. 

Arrived at Albany on Saturday, the steam 
bout America, in siz hours and ten minutes from 
New-York. The same day arrived here nine- 
tecn steam boats with passengers and freight. 

A sloop was seen on the Hudson river, last 
week, as far up as Catskill—the only sloop that 
hae been seen these five years. 

On Thursday arrived at Albany, four hundred 
canal boats, heavy laden, with wheat and 
grain, from Missouri, lilmois, and Indiana. The 
amount of toll received the same day by the ca- 
nal collector, was fourteen thousand dollars. 

It is said that one of the pil/ars of our ex- 
change gave way last night. The crash was 
tremendous—the building we believe is now 64 
years old. 

On Monday arrived here three ships from Li- 
verpool, and cleared for sea nineteen square 
rigged vessels, two for St. Petersburgh. 

A new custom house, we learn, is soon to 
be built bere.

A magnificent hotel we ‘earn has been erected 
in one of the cities beyond the Rocky Mountains, 
it i called ** Clinton House,’’ in honor, we be- 
heve, of old De Witt Clinton, who a century ago 
was Governor of this state, and was the great 
projector of the canal. If history be correct, 
we believe he died in this very city.

The speech which we have selected from 
the recent debate in the Barrisn Hovsz or 
Cotmtons, on the relations between Garrat 
Barrar and Porrceat, contains an inter- 
esting eXposition of the views and motives 
of the Brrrisu government on this head, 
and does not seem to require, to make it 
fully intelligible, the publication of that to 
which it isa reply. We have chosen Mr. 
Pxe.'s speech, as conveying the sense of 
the ministry. That of Sir James Macurn. 
tosn, however able, is, like most of his 
elaborate efforts, excessively long and would 
occupy more space than we could well af- 
ford. Its general tenor will be well under- 
stood from the course of the reply. We 
give an extract, however, from his introduc- 
tory observations, in which, vindicating the 
propriety of occasionally calling the atten- 
tion of the house and the people to the fo- 
reign relations of the country, he said:— 


If it were for no other reason, an occasional 
exposition of this nature 1s due in courtesy to 
the various members of the great civil communi- 
ty of which we are a part. Iam confirmed in 
thie opinion by what been passing in two 

ighboring nations—one with which we have 
long been in the closest alliance—the other, for- 
merly our most illustrious antagonist, but hence- 
cine pees at eget fer vert Sy which 
limited monarchy a representative Govern- 
ment have been established. 
thinking 
taken place in the Legislative Assemblies of 
those countries, on subjects similar to the pre- 
sent, connected with the state of Europe, have 
been of great and extensive use. 1 am confirm- 
ed in this opinion by the conviction that, in 
_— of individual intemperance and indiscretion, 

discussions to which I allude, and which 
have taken place in the Representative Bodies 
of those countries, have given a salutary vent 
to those icions, antipathies, and jealousies, 
the silent indulgence of which might prove fatal 
to the good urderstanding aad good will so 
happily at present existing among the na- 
tions of Europe, and have rooted still more 
deeply that passion for peace, which, in spite 
of what may have occurred in some quarters 
calculated to diminish it, is, I am confident- 
y persuaded, growing in the world, and is, in- 
eed, one of the most valuable legacies of that 
sanguinary and long continued war, by which 
Europe was convulsed from Copenhagen to Ve- 
nice. This, Sir, is a subject which addresses it- 
self, not to the particular interest of any indivi- 
dual State, but to the general interests of man. 
I am sure, therefore, that the House will excuse 


me if I digress in a slight from the sub- 
ject which Iam b ss ha Aen considera- 
tion, by declaring, that if my own passion for 
peace could have received any accession, it 
would have so received it, when on a recent oc- 
casion I heard war deprecated by one who has 
given the most striking and meimorable —- 
since the time when Scipio conquered Hannibal 
at Zama, of the utter overthrow of a powerful 
army under ove of the greatest military comman- 
ders. Sir, when I heard the praise of peace pro- 
ceed from such @ mouth, I could not help call- 
ing to mind lines written for a very different 
purpose, and frequently quoted on former occa- 
sions :— 
** Si admoveris ora, 
Cannas et Trebiam ante ceulos, 
Kit Pau!li stare ingentem miraberis umbram.” 
Sir, the passion for peace, which was ro highly 

ratified by hearing the declaration to which I 
oe just alluded, leads me to be very jealous 
and suspicious of any new guarantees by which 
peace may be endangered. There are implied 
guarantees as well as expressed guarantees, and 
the former are, perhaps, the most to be appre- 
hended. If there be any virtual guarantee at 
present existing among the great nations of 
Europe, by which peace may Ghiseately be en- 
dangered, 1 doubt its wisdom, and am appre- 
hensive of its consequences. To consent to 
such a guarantee is wantonly to add to the 
chances of war; it is to add to the contingen- 
cies of evil. I will not conceal from the House 
that I allude to the introduction into Europe of 
the integrity of the Ottoman empire as a prin- 
ciple of general policy, It is, in my opinion, dif- 
fieult to imagine any case in which a guarantee 
expressed or implied could be more objectiona- 
ble, because it is certainly a case in which it is 
at least possible to carry a guarantee into perma- 
nent effect. From the nature and circumstan- 
ces of the case, such an agreement on the part 
of the great Powers of Europe would devote all 
the countries on the southern coast of the Me- 
diterranean, from the Euxine to the Atlantic, to 
hopeless barbarism and slavery. An edict such 
as that to which I have alluded would doom the 
countries in question to the threatened fate of 
Greece ;—to eternal subjugation and wretched- 
ness. All such combinations as these end in the 
aggrandizement of the great military states, who 
emile at the credulity of those distant powers 
whose force, however great, is not of a nature 
to admit of that immediate interposition which 
alone can avert the evil. [ tdon of the 
House for having thus called their attention to 
a subject not strictly relevant to that on which 
I rose to address them, but which appears to me 
to be one of the greatest importance, convinced 
asl am that the introduction of the principle 
that the present integrity of the Turkish empire 
must be maintained, is incompatible with the 
principles of a pacific policy—a policy never so 
much called for by the situation of thie country 
as at the t moment—a policy which gives 
us the best chance of healing the wounds which 
the long contest in which we have been engaged 
has inflicted on our resources.
